WASHINGTON, March 23— The’ 
power industry thinks it has suffer-| 
ed some heayy jolts from the New 
Deal, but it does not know what is 
yet in store for it. | 


The Federal Power Commission 
wilt soon throw a sensational flood-| 
light on one of the most carefully 
guarded secrets of the utility in- 
terests—the cost of distributing elec 
tric current. 


For months, FPC accouhtants have 

been digging into utility cost rec- 
twenty-two typical cities. 
They have been under the direct 
charge of Vice-Chairman Basfl Man 
ley, once secretary to the elder Seu- 
ator La Follette. 

Results of the survey are being 
closely guarded, but one significant 
fact has leaked out—that there are 
extraordinary and inexplicable var- 
jations in distribution costs. This; 
part of the report is so startling’ 
that it will even astonish power 
interests. 

Some sections of the report are 
so hot thhat the commission has 
been in a dilemma how to handle 
them. In the tirst draft, there were 
severe comments On apparently 
padded costs. It was dimally decided 
to tone these down and publish the 
report purely as factual matter, 
letting the public draw its own in- 
ferences. 

The report not only shows com- 
parative distributing costs in a wide 
range of citics, but also compares 
costs in cities where the utilities 
have a moncpoly with ecosis whers! 
they face competition. Only 200 out 
of 25,000 cities have competitive 
either publicly or 


privately owned. 

The FPC survey is the first of its] 
kind ever made and was sponsored: 
by Colorado’s crusading Senator 
Costigan. He is’ not saying so pub- 
licly, but the report is expected to 
act as a powerful galvanizer of sen- 
timent for public ownership and 
wholesale rate reductions.

Cooking Eggs 
Slowly Keeps 
Them Tender 


By JUDITH WILSON 


F YOUR family doesn’t welcome 
the usual fried or boiled eggs 
for breakfast there are a number 
of ways to solve the, problem. First 
of all, you might plan to serve eggs 
occasionally for luncheon, or in 
nice dinner dishes, instead of hav- 
ing them. appear at the breakfast 
table. When you do have them for 
the breakfast main course make 
them more interesting by serving 
some casserole combinations. 


One thing to remember about all 
egg cookery is that eggs become 
toughened and less easily digested 
by rapid cooking at a high temper- 
ature. Cooked slowly at a low tem- 
perature until they reach the right 
degree of doneness eggs are tender 
and easily assimilated. 

Spanish Eggs 

Spanish poached eggs are frosty 
morning favorites. Cook 1 table- 
spoon of finely chopped onion in 
2 cups of canned tomatoes. Thick- 
en with 2 tablespoons flour blend- 
ed with 2 tablespoons melted but- 
ter. Pour this sauce into individual 
buttered ramekins. Break an egg 
into each little dish. Bake in the 
oven until the eggs are set, then 
sprinkle with grated cheese. Slip 
the eggs and sauce from the rame- 
kins onto slices of hot buttered 
toast.

Have ready any 
good chicken or meat croquette 
mixture or well seasoned mashed 
potatoes. Cover the eggs with a 
thick blanket of the mixture, roll 
in fine crumbs, then in slightly 
beaten egg and finally in more 
crumbs. Fry in deep hot fat until 
brown. These are delicious served 
with a mushroom sauce or. with 
chili sauce. 

Scrambled Eggs 

Scrambled eggs, which are, by 
the way, a favorite with President 
Roosevelt, are prepared in several 
ways. Some like them broken into 
a pan with butter and stirred only 
after they have started to set. 
Others like them cooked with 
cream in a double boiler and stirred 
constantly. Here are directions for 
the latter method: 


Put 1 teaspoon of butter for 
each egg into a frying pan or 
double boiler. Swish the fat around 
the sides before adding the eggs. 1 
tablespoon of cream for every 2 
eggs andthe seasonings. Cook 
slowly, stirring from the bottom 
until the mass is creamy, then 
serve immediately.
